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MARKET  REVIEW 

Sugar  deliveries  during  the  first  quarter  were  quite  large.  To  some 
extent  this  may  reflect  increased  demand  for  sugar-containing  products 
associated  with  the  high  level  of  personal  income.  Probably  to  a  .great- 
er extent,  it  reflects  a  moderate  build-up  in  the  sugar  inventories  of 
food  processors,  wholesalers  and  retailers. 

Deliveries  of  sugar  for  U.  S.  consumption  during  the  first  quarter  of 
1966  were  reported  at  2,265,000  tons.  In  addition,  31,000  tons  of  beet 
sugar  and  6,000  tons  of  mainland  cane  direct-consumption  sugar  re- 
ported as  constructive  deliveries  in  1965  were  physically  moved 
during  the  first  two  months  of  this  year. 

Total  physical  deliveries  of  2,302,000  tons  were  about  100,000  tons 
more  than  the  seasonally  adjusted  rate  of  expected  consumption  during 
this  period.  Any  build-up  of  invisible  stocks  resulting  from  deliveries 
during  the  first  quarter  would  tend  to  limit  deliveries  during  the  second 
quarter  to  actual  needs  if  the  invisible  stocks  position  is  maintained  and 
to  a  lower  than  seasonal  rate  of  deliveries  if  users'  stocks  are  reduced. 

Physical  deliveries  of  beet  sugar  totaled  684,000  tons  during  the  first 
quarter  of  1966  and  were  9,000  tons  less  than  for  the  same  period  last 
year.  It  will  be  recalled  that  heavy  deliveries  were  made  in  January 
1965  because  beet  proces sor s  were  unable  to  fully  service  customers  at 
year  end  1964  owing  to  quota  limitations  . 

Cane  sugar  refiners'  deliveries  during  the  first  quarter  of  1966  totaled 
1,555,000  tons  and  were  159,000  tons  greater  than  during  the  first 
quarter  of  1965.  While  final  reports  are  not  yet  available,  it  would  ap- 
pear that  refiners'  receipts  of  quota  sugar  were  about  equal  to  their 
deliveries  and  that  their  quota  stocks  at  the  end  of  the  quarter  were  at 
about  the  same  level  as  at  the  beginning  of  the  year.  This  suggests  that 
about  100,000  tons  of  foreign  sugar  under  set-a-sides  for  the  firs.t 
quarter  actually  arrived  during  the  grace  period  between  April  1  and 
April  15. 
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During  the  second  quarter  of  1965,  quota  raw  sugar  moving  to  refiners 
totaled  1 ,  835 ,  000  tons  of  which  1,00  5,000  tons  were  from  foreign  coun- 
tries and  830,000  tons  were  from  domestic  sources  (including  the  re- 
duction of  over -quota  mainland  cane  sugar  stocks  held  by  refiners). 
Refiners  deliveries  during  the  second  quarter  of  1965  totaled  1,734,000 
tons  and  their  quota  stocks  increased  about  85,000  tons  during,  that" 
period . 

Receipts  of  quota  sugar  by  refiners  during  the  second  quarter  of  1966 
are  expected  to  exceed  those  for  the  same  period  last  year. 

The  average  price  for  domestic  raw  sugar  during  the  first  quarter  of 
1966  was  6.88  cents  per  pound  and  from  April  1-22  the  average  was  also 
6.88  cents.  During  the  same  period  last  year  the  average  was  6.71  cents 
per  pound . 

Refined  cane  sugar  prices  for  100  pound  bags  were  unchanged  during  the 
period  April  1-22  in  the  Northeast,  Southeast  and  Gulf  where  the  quo- 
tations remain  at  10.20  cents  for  the  Northeast  and  9.80  cents  in  the 
other  two  territories. 

In  the  Chicago-West  territories  the  quoted  price  remained  9.55  events 
for  cane  and  9.  35  cents  for  beet  sugar  but  in  the  direct  shipping  allowance 
territory  of  Illinois,  southeast  Wisconsin,  and  St .  Louis  ,  Missouri,  day 
to  day  orders  were  being  taken  at  0.10  cent  less.  For  direct- 

shipments  to  that  area  there  was  an  additional  0.10  cent  allowance. 

On  the  Pacific  coast,  including  the  Northwest,  the  list  price  was  9.55 
cents  for  both  cane  and  beet  sugar  but  day  to  day  orders  were  being 
accepted  at  9.40  cents  per  pound. 


Puerto  Rican  sugar  production  continues  to  lag  behind  that  of  last  year 
totaling  542,000  tons  through  April  17 ,  1'966  asreompared  lo  621,000 
tons  for  the  corresponding  period  last  year  .  Sugarcane  processed  from 
this  crop  was  5,  783 ,  000  tons  as  compared  to  5 ,  929  >  000  tons  during  the 
sameperiod  lastyear.  Yield  of  sugar  p»er  ton  of.  cane  averaged  only 
9 .  37  percent  whereas  lastyear  at  this  time  the  yield  was  10  . 48  percent . 
By  April  17,  1965  over  two-thirds  of  the  sugar  for  the  crop  year  .'had 
been  produced  but  more  cane  reportedly  remains  for  grinding  this  year 
than  on  that  date  last  year. 

Hawaiian  sugar  production  through  April  16,  1966  totaled  262,000  tons 
or  10  ,000  tons  less  than  for  a  comparable  period  last  year.  In  recent 
weeks  the  difference  from  last  year's  production  has  been  narrowing. 
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ADMINISTRATIVE  ACTIONS  RELATING  TO  1966  SUGAR  SUPPLIES 
Increased  sugar  quotas  announced 

Secretary  of  Agriculture  Orville  L.  Freeman  on  April  8,  1966  announc- 
ed an  increase  of  200,000  short  tons,  raw  value  --  from  9-8  million  to 
10  million  tons  --  in  the  estimate  of  total  sugar  requirements  of  con- 
sumers for  the  1966  calendar  year. 

The  quota  of  4,439  tons  for  Honduras  was  reallocated  to  other  countries 
of  the  Central  Ame  rican  Common  Market  upon  advice  of  the  Government 
of  Honduras  that  Honduras  will  not  fill  any  of  its  quota  for  this  year. 

Based  upon  its  1965  crop  production,  the  quotafor  Hawaii  was  increased 
by  6  3 ,  474  tons  .  The  balance  of  1 36  ,  526  tons  of  the  200  ,  000  ton  increas  e 
in  the  total  quotas  was  allocated  to  foreign  countries  . 

A  portion  of  the  statement  of  bases  and  considerations  accompanying  the 
action  is  quoted  below: 

Section  201  of  the  Act  directs  the  Secretary  to  revise  the  determination 
of  sugar  requirements  at  such  times  during  the  calendar  year  as  he 
deems  necessary.  On  the  eighth  of  December,  1965, sugar  requirements 
of  consume  rs  for  the  year  1966  were  established  at  9  >  800  ,  000  short  tons  , 
raw  value.  It  was  then  estimated  that  actual  consumption  during  the  year 
would  approximate  10,100,000  short  tons,  raw  value , but  total  quotas 
were  established  at  a  level  300,000  tons  lower.  This  was  done  in  rec- 
ognition of  the  possibility  of  inventory  variations  of  quota  sugar' during 
the  year  and  as  ameans  of  maintaining  sugar  prices  in  line  with  the  ob- 
jectives of  the  Act  at  a  level  which  would  protect  the  domestic  su^gar 
industry.  At  this  point  in  the  year,  it  is  no  longer  necessary  to  keep 
total  quotas  so  far  below  estimated  consumption.  It  is  also  desirable 
that  producers  in  foreign  countries  have  as  much  lead  time  as  possible 
in  planning  their  shipments  for  arrival  in  this  country  during  the  latter 
part  of  the  year.  Accordingly,  it  now  appears  necessary  and  desirable 
to  increase  the  estimates  of  sugar  requirements  of  consumers  for  the 
calendar  year  1966  by  200,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  to  a  total  of 
10 , 000 , 000  short  tons ,  raw  value .
